‘Records in Boston for the first six 
months of 1909, made public today, in- 
dicate -that approximately $20,000,000 
worth of new buildings will be construct- 
ed during the year, which far exceeds 
the operation of any 12 months in the 
past decade. + . 

The city building department shows 
that at the close of the first six months 
a total of 828 building permits had been 
issued, as compared with 579 for the 
corresponding period of 1908. Permits for 
wooden buildings predominate, as they. do 
every year, though brick and stone con- 
struction is increasing rapidly over that 
of many previous years. 

The permits issued during the first six 
months of the year are shown in the 
following table:

in the past 10 years, the new buildings 
erected have been valued by the building 
department at© $128.987.093, of which 
$36.796.961 worth were built of wood and 
_ the remainder of brick and stone. 

Last year’s record was'a comparatively 
small one, showing new buildings valued 
This is accounted for 
by the fact that during the two previous 
* years, when Boston was supposed to be 
y growing fast, an effort was made to make 
’ those years look larger on the records of 
the building department. 

Buildings not completed during those 
/ years were placed to the credit of those 
® years, while the actual completion did 
not take place until 1908. The building 
department does not make an estimate 
of the value of a building until it is com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy. 

‘In 1906, the new brick buildings were 
walued at $14;265,431, and the wooden 
buildings at $5,845,191, making a total 
estimated value of $20,100,622. In 1907 
the new brick buildings were valued at 
$10,607 367, and the wooden buildings at 
64,464.052, making a total for that year 
of $15,071,410. 

Building Commissioner Arthur G. 
Everett believes that this year’s record 
for new buildings will reach the high 
water mark for the period covering the 
past 10 years. 

It is not possible to make an estimate 
of the value of the buildings now under 
construction or -which have been built 
since the first of the year, but a record 
will probably be established in building 
values as well as in the number of per- 
mits issued.

Citizens of Watertown have not vet 


been officially informed of the fact, but 
the town at the end of the present. vear, 
if is announced today, will still have a 
deficit of $12,000, ‘notwithstanding the 
fact that at the March town meeting the 
townspeople appropriated $69,000 which 
was expected to cover the entire deficit 
and enable them to seart the new vear 
with a clean slate. Of this amount $57,- 
000 was to be obtained. by an increase in 
the taxes and the retnaining $12,000 by 
an appropriation from the treasury re- 
ceipts. Since the .appropriation was 
made it has been discovered that there 
are no treasury receipts with which to 
meet the appropriation. and the finance 
commission is in the dilemma of having 
done the very thing again which was the 
original cause of the former deficit and 
which it was warned against by the ex- 
pert employed to examine into the town’s 
finances, namely, appropriated money 
from a department before it was sure 
that the funds were on hand to meet the 
appropriation. 

As the matter stands today the citi- 
zens, notwithstanding that in March 
they consented to an increase in their 
taxes estimated at $2 per $1000 more

Professors David Starr Jor- 
dan of Stanford and E. E.

Regulations. 


TORONTO, Can. — Prof. David Starr 
Jordan, president of the Leland Stanford 
University, and Prof. E. E. Prince of 
Ottawa, the two commissioners appointed 
according to terms of the fisheries treaty 
by the President of the United States, 
and the prime minister of Canada, have 
met at the King Edward Hotel to go 
over again the regulations previously 
drawn up by them.

GOOD RESULTS 
FROM NEW RUDDER 


LONDON —- Very satisfactory results 
have apparently been obtained with a 
rudder of a somewhat strange and un- 
usual design on a_ motor-boat.

First prizes in silver will be awarded in 
each class in which there are two start- 
ers, second prizes where there are four 
starters and third prize where there are 
seven starters. The race will also count 
in the case of the larger yachts as a 
leg in the Puritan cup, which will be 
awarded for the year to the yacht of the 
Eastern Yacht Club making the best cor- 
rected time reckoned on Eastern Y. C. 
allowance. 

The second day’s run of the Eastern 
Y. C. will be on Sunday when the squad- 
ron will cruise sfrom Peak’s Island to 
Meadows river, and on Monday there 
will be a race from Meadows river to 
Pemaquid. Tuesday they will race to 
Rockland, Wednesday they will proceed 
to Kent’s cove, Thursday they will race 
from Kent’s cove to Swan island, Fri- 
day they will proceed to Martlett’s nar- 
rows and Saturday the fleet will race 
from Bartlett’s narrows to Bar Harbor.

ST. PAUL, Minn.—White Bear lake, 
which has been nicknamed the training 
ground of the finest of American inland 
water sailors, is alive with sails and 
dozen crews energetically competing for 
the honor -of sailing.as representatives 
of the White Bear Yacht Club in coming 
national events. The club’ will be 
entered in all of the regattas of conse- 
quence this season. 

The lake lies on an elevated plateau, 
some distance above the leyel of the 
surrounding country. Its peculiar situa- 
tion is such that it has a breeze al- 
most constantly during the summer, and 
frequently as stiff a sailing wind as a 
yachtsman wishes to encounter. ‘The 


| topography of the surrounding country 


and wind conditions have had much to 
do with the development of a type of 
sailing vacht hull different from that 
used on any other waters, which ‘has 
proven of such excellent quality that in 
recent seasons it has begun to displace 
other models on the principal American 
inland lakes.

Commonwealth’s Appeal for 


New Court Review Said to 
Indicate It Sides 
Newton Railway.

DISAGREE ON 


Citizens of Waltham today are giv- 
ing expression to their disapproval of 
the action of the commonwealth in the 
grade crossing abolition in that city. It 
is asserted that the state practically 
joined forees with the Newton Street 
Railway Company in an effort to delay 
the beginning of actual work on the 
crossing by entering at the hearing be- 
fore the railroad commissioners Wednes- 
day an appeal] to the supreme court from 
the decision of the superior court uphold- 
ing the supplementary report of the spe- 
cial grade crossing commission. 

This report was to the effect that the 
state shall pay its proportionate share 
of the cost of the necessary land to con- 
vert the present three-track roadbed 
there to a four-track system, which is 
called for by the plans prepared by the 
Boston & Maine railroad; and was agreed 
to by the city, the railroad and the street 
railroad many months ago. 

It was hoped by the city that the com- 
monwealth would accept the decision of 
the superior court. 


LYNN CROSSING 
EXPENSE IS LOW 


LYNN, Mass.—Roughly estimated, the 
agitation to separate the grade cross- 
ings of the Boston & Maine railroad in 


this city has cost Lynn something over 


$6000, which local officials consider ex- 
tremely reasonable in view of the bene- 
fits to accrue. Besides former Gov. John 
L. Bates’ charge of $3500, the three spe- 
cial commissioners who have had the 
matter in hand for over three years ask 
jonly $2930. These commissioners are 
George W. Wiggin, Edgar R. Champlin 
and Edmond K. Turner. All parties at 
interest have approved the bill. 

The decree of Judge Wait of the supe- 
rior court has been sent to the parties at 
interest, and the beginning of the §$1,- 
500,000 undertaking only awaits the ar- 
rival of material and completion of the 
revised plans.

He 
read memorials from many boards of 
trade and letters from many manufac- 
turers in his state protesting against an 
increase. He said that the way to break 
the. trust would be to remove all taxes 
from tobacco, but he admitted that the 
government could not spare the revenue. 


Weeks Is Still Hopeful 
That Hides Will Be Free 


Congressinan Weeks, who was in Bos- 
ton Wednesday. is still hopeful that hides 
will be on‘the free list, and that there 
will be reductions in the lumber and 
iron ore rates. - He is opposed to the 
corporation, income qnd inheritance taxes 
on the ground thatthe necessity has not 
yet been proved. 

- . He looks for an increase in the.duties 
on Svme luxuries, and inste ces yachts. 

“There will be a duty of 25 per cent on 
yachts,” he said. “I believe in such a 
duty; in fact, I do not know but what I 
proposed it. I had « list prepared of 
yachts in actual use in the United States 
that were purchased abroad. Their value 
aggregated somewhere between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,000. If these yachts had been 
built ‘in this country it would have fur- 
nished business for our shipyards and 
employment for our men. 

“J think that there will be more things 
on the free list than ever before. I still 
think that hides will be on the free list 
when the bill is passed. 

“I think that the duty on lumber will 
be likely to stay at $1, as it was in the 
House bill, rather than at $1.50, as it was 
in the Aldrich bill.

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ENGLAND'S NAVAL 
EXPERTS AT ODDS 


Engineers Debate Relative 
Value of Twelve and Thir- 
teen and One Half Inch 
Guns for Dreadnoughts. 


LON DON—An inch and a half is causing 
a tempest in England. This nation, hard 
at work in keeping its navy up to the 
two-standard power that the Kaiser has 
challenged, wants the best ships and 
the best guns, and naval experts are 


at war over the desirability of arming 
the four “provisional” Dreadnoughts in 
this year’s battleship program with 12- 
inch: or 13.5-inch guns. 

Advocates of the 13.5-inch guns main- 
tain that they will be so much more 
effective than a 12-inch gun as to restore 
England’s waning naval supremacy. 

Opponents of the greater gun, how- 
ever, declare that whatever advantage 
may be gained by using the 13.5-inch, 
1250-pound shell instead of the 12-inch, 
850-pound shell, will be more than dis- 
counted by the.loss in rapidity of fire. 
They point out that eight to ten shots 
‘a minute could be fired with a six-inch 
gun, but that when naval experts tried 
to build a gun on the sume pattern, with 
7.5-inch or an etght-inch bore the rapid- 
ity of fire was cut in half. As a result, 
the 7.5-inch and the eight-inch guns 
have been entirely replaced by the six- 
inch rifle.

“TOO MUCH REFORM” 


Christopher Buckley, the famous poli- 

tician of San Francisco, is visiting here a 
few days, accompanied by his wife and 
little boy. When asked what he thought 
would be the outcome of the prosecution 
and investigation that District Attorney 
Heney is conducting, he replied, that 
there was a missing link in the chain. 
’ He says that it is supposed that $200,- 
000 was sent out to San Francisco to 
bribe the board of supervisors, that it 
was given Ruef, that he gave it to Galla- 
gher, who is supposed to have given it to 
the board. Gallagher turned state evi- 
dence. He says that he got the money 
from Ruef, but there it stops. 

“The present trouble is due to too 
much reform,” he said, “and dates from 
Mayor ‘Phelan’s new city charter.

American Unwittingly Drives 
Through It and Upsets

NEW YORK—A rout of the whole 
Haitian army, single-handed, was accom- 
plished by T. R. Wolf, Jr., son of State 
Chemist Wolf of Delaware, who has just 
returned from Port-au-Prince. He went 
for a drive, and unwittingly achieved 
military glory. 

“I was jogging along,” he said, “when 
I saw what I took for a Salvation Army 
meeting up the street a way. I kept 
right on jogging, thinking of the good 
work. the organization is doing all over 
the world, but as I started to drive 
through the crowd a big black chap in a 
rainbow-colored outfit seized my horse 
and wanted to know what I meant by 
disturbing the drill of the Haitian army. 

“I gave the horse a cut with the whip, 
and he started with a jump, upsetting 
the gaudy fellow that had his bridle and 
toppling over five or six others. That 
night I overheard one man telling an- 
other in English how an American had 
ridden into the dress parade of the Hai- 
tian army and upset four generals and 
three colonels.”

BIGGEST WATERWAY 
TUNNEL COMPLETED 
FOR GUNNISON IVER 


WASHINGTON—The “headings” have 
met in the great Gunnison tunnel which 


the government is building in western 
Colorado. This is intended to carry 
the waters of the Gunnison river 
through a mountain range into the 


Uncompahgre valley, where they wn 
be used for irrigation. 

This tunnel is the largest underground | 
waterway in the world. It is six miles 
long, has a finished cross-section of 1044 | 
by 114% feet and will carry 1300 cubie 
feet of water per second. It will be ce- 
ment lined throughout and will cost 
more than $2,500,000. 

The preliminary work on this under- 
taking was most difficult and spectacu- 
lar, for the Gunnison river flows at the 
bottom of a canyon 2000 feet deep with 
almost perpendicular walls, and the sur- 
veys for the location of the tunnel head- 
ing required both heroism and engineer- 
ing skill of no mean order. 

Actual work on the tunnel was of ne- 
cessity preceded by the construction of 
a road down the canyon walls over which 
supplies and heavy machinery could be 


carried.

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WICKERSHAM URGES 
NATIONAL LIGENSES 
FOR CORPORATIONS 


Dilating on Power of States, 
Attorney. - General Offers, 
Federa] Grants as Means 

of Regulation. 


EXPLAINS HIS PLAN 


PADUCAH, Ky. — Attorney-General 
George W. Wickersham, in an address be- 
fore the Kentucky State Bar Association, 
treated the trust question as it appears 
to the present national administration. 


The address was notable chiefly for its 
recommerdation that Congress should 
enact a law providing for nationally 
created corporations to carry on inter- 
state commerce. Mr. Wickersham 
sketched the ways by which states may 
regulate business of foreign corporations 
within their boundaries and advocated 
that the license of any foreign corpora- 
tion be vacated if 50 per cent of its stock 
were owned by any company, domestic 
or foreign, or if that amount became 
later so owned. 

“Of course, many will object to the 
centralizing tendency of a national law 
authorizing the formation of corpora- 
tions to carry on interstate business,” 
said Mr. Wickersham, “but such a law 
seems to me to be the inevitable result 
of economic conditions.” 

Mr. Wickersham said this would logi- 
cally follow the tariff #ax on corpora- 
tions. He tried also to show the separate 
states how they might control the busi- 
ness of foreign corporations in their 
limits. 

He said it might be safely asserted 
that the only limitations on the powers 
of the states to exclude foreign corpora- 
tions entirely from doing business within 
their territory, or to prescribe such con- 
ditions as they might deem sproper to 
the carrying on by them of such business 
were: _ 

“That the regulations so _ prescribed 
should not deprive the foreign corpora- 
. tions of property without due process of 
law or deny to them the equal protec- 
tion of the laws; and second, that such 
regulation shall not amount to an in- 
; terference with interstate commerce or 
with other business of a federal nature.”

OUTLOOK ON INCOME 
TAX AMENDMENT IS 
NOT A HOPEFUL ONE 


WASHINGTON—The | probability of 
the income tax ever becoming a law 
through the amendment of the consti- 
tution by the 35 states whose assent is 
necessary, is doubtful. 

This question is being discussed grave- 
ly here and the negative answer of most 
of those who have looked into the matter 
was Yesponsible for the unanimous vote 
given the resolution in the Senate on 
Monday. 

Even the most enthusiastic supporters 
of the income tax are not cheered by 
hope that two-thirds of the state legis- 
latures will take favorable action. (et- 
ting down to cold figures, no one can see 
at this time a safe majority for the 
adoption of the amendment. To obtain 
ratification the amendment, as ail- 
ready stated, must carry 35 states. 
Twelve states rejecting it will kill it. 
By not acting either affirmatively or 
negatively, a few states may prevent the 
necessary three-fourths majority.

The girl needs as much manual train- | 
ing as the boy; the means may be dif- 
ferent, but the goal is the same 
train workmen to do better work. For 
the well-being of her family, she jshould 
be taught to know the machinery of the 
home and how to care for it 

The management of American indus- 
tries, the methods of the American busi- 
ness world stand at the very front, said 
Mrs. Richards, brought there by using 
the lessons of experience to form a defi- 
nite system of business methods. The 
home cannot be maintained without 
labor—how much labor depends upon the 
perfection of machinery and_ then, 
woman’s greater flexibility of thought 
and adaptability of manipulation. She 
must feel the sense of power over 
things. »

Consul Skinner Declares That 
Demand May Be Increased | 
If Proper Effort Is Made 


by American Shippers. 


THE GERMAN MART 


Writing from 
eral Robert P. 


Hamburg, Consul-Gen- 
Skinner says that there 
is a large demand in Germany for Am- 
erican apples, and one that can be in- 
creased by intelligent effort on the part 


of American packers and shippers, to 


which may be added a very considerable 
demand in Denmark, Norway and Sweden 
now satisfied by the wholesale importers 


at Hamburg. Mr. 
the trade follow: 
Practically the whole of the business 
is centered in Hamburg, two local firms 
receiving about two thirds of the total 
importations. These houses send their 
own representatives to America, who 
visit the interior apple packers, inspect 
the new crops in the storage warehouses 
at the ports of shipment, and then give 
their orders. Apples from the eastern 
and middle Yestern states only are sold 
on firm orders. Nearly all the fruit re- 
ceived from the western states, and also 
large quantities from the eastern states, 
arrive on consignment. The local im-

|porters keep their American correspond- 


ents regularly informed, as to the Ger- 
man market and as to the quantities to 
be. shipped. 


is immediately offered for sale at auc- 
tion, all sales taking place in the same 
warehouse. Before the sale begins an 
impartial sampler selects a certain num- 
ber of unopened barrels and opens one 
half of this number at the top and the 
other half at the bottom. The possible 
buyer must bid upon the lot, accepting 
these sample barrels as representing the 
quality of the entire shipment, and he 
cannot demand that other barrels be 
opened. The sampler is chosen by the 
fruit dealers and is a dealer himself, and 
at regular intervals he gives way to an- 
other appointee. Differences in sales are 
settled by a sworn broker. 

Under the terms of the local fruit auc- 
tioneers’ agreement dealers having their 
domicile outside of Hamburg (there are 
many such from Berlin and elsewhere 
who bid in large quantities) must buy at 
tnese auctions through a Hamburg broker 
or firm. They may bid themselves, but 
payments must be made in this city 
and through a Hamburg house. The 
buyers are usually wholesale fruit deal- 
ers, who deliver the goods in the con- 
suming market, where they<are sold to 
greengrocers and to curbstone dealers. 
Some curbstone dealers control a number 
of carts anu occasionally buy direct at 
the auctions. American shippers not 
now in this trade can make arrange- 
ments with one of the auctioneering 
firms, who are also importers. 

In general, American apples arrive in 
good condition, although shipments have 
been sold of which a quarter of the con- 
tents of the barrels was spoiled. 

Consul Perrdleton King writes that 
American apples are sold in Aix la Cha- 
pelle and other Rhine country cities at 
15 to 24 cents per pound. Supplies of 
both American and Austrian apples are 
bought in Hamburg, retailers purchasing 
in only 200 to 600 pound lots. In April 
and May Australian apples sell for 20 
to 24 cents per pound, which is also the 
price for a fine French apple, the ’Cal- 
ville, sold in limited quantities in au- 
tumn and winter.

Almost as an infant John Stuart Mill, 
the famous logician and political econo- 
mist, showed signs of a precocity which 
we reckon preternatural. At three years 
of age he was made to begin the study 
of Greek. His earliest recollection was 
of poring over lists of Greek words, oppo- 
site which his father had written out 
the English meanings. Before he was 
eight years old he had read Herodotus, 
Xenophon, and six dialogues of Plato. 
In addition to all this, his father made 
him delve in some of the heaviest of his- 
tories composed in the English language 
—ponderous tomes by Gibbon, Hume, 
and Burnet; while he was also plunged 
into Millar’s work on the principles of 
English government, into Mosheim’s “Ec- 
elesiastical History,” and the records of 
Quakerism. 

This was hard enough, in all con- 
science; but it does not tell half the 
story. Munsey’s Magazine says that at 
the age of eight the little boy was made 
to take up Latin, geometry, and algebra. 
When he went out of doors it was 
nearly always with his father. Instead 
of romping as children do, and rolling 
in the grass and chasing butterflies, he

This expenditure is the highest. per pupil of any country on the 
globe, but it is not by any means the highest in the United States.

CALIFORNIA UNIVERSITY proposes to carry on instruction by 
postal card. Instruction by postal card has been going on, in a 
‘general way, for some time, and it has been not always the kind 
which deserves commendation.

Surely intelligent observers of recent events will find their 
thoughts revealed in the statement that because of lack of knowledge 
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Emphasis is laid on the point, so clearly brought out in this 
table, that the United States government does less for the public in 
the matter of providing a means of transmitting packages through 
the mails expeditiously and cheaply than the government of any 
country named in this connection. It refuses, in fact, to carry 
between domestic points any parcel weighing more than four: pounds, 
and on packages of this or less weight it charges the practically 
prohibitive rate of sixteen cents a pound. “Its tariff for parcels 
bearing a foreign address,” says the Inquirer, “1s much more liberal. 
For such the maximum weight is eleven pounds, and the rate of 
postage twelve cents a pound, so that we have the ridiculous result 
that to send a four-pound parcel from Philadelphia to Camden costs 
sixteen cents more than it would to transport the same parcel to any 
one of half a dozen points in China.” 

It is certain that the question of establishing a parcels post in 
the United States will come before Congress next winter, and it is 
equally certain that the contest between friends and foes of the 
measure will be very sharp. lor the information of the general 
reader, and without giving credence to either charge, it ought to be
